that the university elected to stand upon its dignity and main- 
tain its honor by refusing to yield to the unreasonable, if not 
insulting, demand of Mr. Moneybags. Professor Munsterberg, 
with a fine sense of the proprieties, tendered his resignation as 
soon as he learned of the situation, that confronted the uni- 
versity, and as promptly the faculty refused to accept it.
